EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art, individually or in combination, does not teach a method for 
controlling sequencing of data writes - from peripheral devices in a multiprocessor 
computer system - by tracking a sequence order of the first data write relative to a 
second data write, processing second write data associated with the second data write 
substantially simultaneously with processing of first write data associated with the first 
data write, the processing of the first write data and the second write data using one or 
more of a plurality of memory systems, and outputting the processed first write data, 
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and then outputting the processed second write data only upon completion of the first 
data write. 

The prior art, individually or in combination, does not teach a computer system 
having first and second interconnected groups - each group having one or more 
processors, a peripheral device associated with one of the groups and capable of 
initiating first and second data writes producing first and second write data - 
respectively, a sequencer responsive to the first and the second write data and capable 
of tracking overlapping of the first and the second write data, and storage for the first 
and second write data - wherein the storage for the second write data is capable of 
accepting the second write data before completion of the first data write, and wherein 
the output for the second write data is capable of outputting the second write data only 
after completion of the first data write.
